1996, Jenny posted $20 t 000 
bail for an incident that had 
occurred the previous night, 
resulting in charges of assault 
with a deadly weapon, 

A month later, Jenny posted 
$80,000 bail for charges of 
criminal threats and assault with 
a firearm. 

In 1997, she pleaded guilty to 
misdemeanor possession of a 
weapon with intent to assault 
and felony inflicting visible injury 


on a cohabitant or spouse, with 
remaining counts of felony as- 
sault with a firearm and making 
a terrorist threat to be disposed 
on completion of probation. 

The details of the incident are 
not clear, but she was subse- 
quently ordered by a judge to 
steer dear of Maria, who did not 
respond to requests for com- 
ment by The ENQUIRER, 

Jenny was also ordered to pay 
a $200 fine and to complete 


one year of domestic violence 
counseling and 200 hours of 
community service. She was 
sentenced to three years of pro- 
bation and served one day in jail. 

THE LETHAL LESBIAN'S legal 
troubles, however, were only just 
getting started, The ENQUIRER 
has learned. 

Over the next few years, Jen- 
ny failed to appear in court, 
skipped out on meeting her pro- 


bation officer and had her 
probation revoked, resulting 
In warrants being issued for 
her arrest. 

Angie's gun-toting gal was 
technically on the lam for 
four years when she was fi- 
nally nabbed by the sheriff 
and thrown into lockup on 
Feb. 25, 2002! 

That April, Jenny admitted 
to skipping out on probation 
for years and was ordered to 
complete 30 days in jail or 30 
days of graffiti removal with 
the California Department of 
Transportation, plus pay $30 
monthly in restitution, 

It wasn't until 2004 that 
Jenny's battle with the law 
finally ended. In March of 
that year, a judge ruled that 
she had "appeared to have 
complied with all terms and 
conditions of probation." 

Her remaining charges 
were dismissed. 

Following years of hook- 
ing up with Angie off and on, 
Jenny married stylist Michelle 
Harper in September 2014 — 
just weeks after Angie tied 
the knot with Brad Pittf ne

"She could possibly demolish Cos- 
by's defense at trial since she was

After all these 
years, for it to happen like this," an 
angry Gladys told The ENQUIRER in 
2002 of her job loss.
